Dollar slumps again 


despite German moves 


FRANKFURT, West Germany. 
The U.S. doliar sagged nearly ta 
its floor price of 3.1500 marks in 
after-hours trading on the West 
German foreign exchange market 
here yesterday. 

The U.S. currency, &xed at 3.1595 
marks at midday, was being quoted 
in late trading at 3.1510;25 and 
even at this low rate more dollars 

were being offered than bought, 
dealers said. They ascribed the fresh 
slump to sizeable sales from Swit- 
zerland ard West Germany. 

At the close of official trading 
the dollar wes noted at 2.1550. West 
German government official circles 
admitted to disappointment that the 
exchange contro! measures decreed 
by the Bonn Cabinet at an emer- 
gfency session or Friday night had 
mot mace more of an impact in 
warding of the influx of unwanted 
speculative doilars. 

But they were confident that 
Bonz's determination to maintain 
the present parity of the mark and 
dollar would eventually restore con- 
fidence.

The tripartite Government-Histad- 
rut-business committee on curbing 
inflation is set to hoid its first meet- 
dng today, after calls for ἃ Manu- 
facturers* Association boycott failed 
to carry at the Association Pres~ 
idium's mesting last night. 

The majority on the Presidium 
prevailed hy arguing that absence 
of Assuciation representatives on the 
Coordinating Bureau of Economic 
Organizations (business) delegation 
would be ἃ sight to Prime Minister 
Meir. 

The Association's decision followed 
ἃ sharp debate in which many mem- 
bers argued that the Government

That agreement was reached after 
Prime Minister Meir and several 
Ministers had intervened with the 
Histadrut and the manufacturers, 
and urged the latter to give in to 
the workers’ demands. This, the 
manufacturers later claimed, vio- 
lated the outlme National wage 
agreement they had reached earlier 
with the Histadrut.

The 
seminar, with 60 student téachers, is 
one of three educational Institutions 
at the Negev College — together 
with the comprehensive regional 
high school and the field school. 


It was David Ben-Gurion who, 
after settling at Kibbutz Sde Boker, 
brought the College into being with 
u view to making it a centre for 
educating youth in the pioneering 
tradition and as a centre for study- 
ing desert reclamation. The latter 
part, the Arid Zone Research In- 
stitute, was recently confirmed by 
the Cabinet as a branch of the 
University of the Negev at Beer- 
sheba. 


CABINET DECISION 

This step was preceded by the 
Cabinet decision to assume respon- 
sibility for the College, with the 
Government and the Negev Founda- 
tlon forming a pubile association 
and appointing a joint board of 
governors. 

There are 600 youngsters studying 
at the College, a faculty and ad- 
ministration of 200 and another 100 
workers from nearby Yeruham. 

Mr. Ben-Gurion fears the Educa- 
tion Ministry's hostile policy may 
cause the dispersal of the entire 
college. Negev Foundation sourcvs

Revote on draft 
electoral reform 
proposal 


Jerusaiem Post Knesset Reporier 

The Labour Party's electoral 
reform proposal, which was de- 
feated last week in the Knesset's 
Law, Constitution and Justice Com- 
mittee, will came up for a revote 
in the Committee tomorrow. 

The proposal, tabled as a private 
members’ bill by six Labour 
M.Ks, would replace the present 
proportional representation by 4 
mixed system of constituency-and- 
roportional representation. 

Two Committee members ~- Meir 
Avizohar who was absent last 
week, and Haim Zadok, who pro- 
posed the bill in the plenum 
along with five others — demanded 
the yrevote. Committee chairman 
Yosef Goldschmidt agreed, under 
the Committee's rules. 

Last week the Committee voted 
by eight votes against seven, not 
to prepare the electoral proposal 
for the second reading. The votes 
of two Labour members of the 
Committee, Mr. Avizohar and Zeev 
Haring, who was abroad, would 
have ensured Committee approval. 

Even if Messrs. Avizohar and 
Zadok are successful in winning 
Committee approval on the revote 
tomorrow, and the bill goes back 
to the plenum for its formal 
first reading, it has Httle chance 
of getting the 61-vote absolute 
majority it needs. The Liberals of 
the Gahal bloc, who originally sup- 
ported the electoral reform, have 
since withdrawn their backing 
under pressure from their Herut 
partners in the bloc.

The elections are timed to take 
Place ἃ month before Britain is due 
to publish its future plans for North- 
ern Ireland in a Government policy 
announcement. It appears tobe de- 
Signed to catch the two opposition 
Parties — Fine Gael and Labour — 
off balance. Both parties were hold- 
ing talks aimed at working out an 
agreed policy programme which 
they could offer the country as the 
Platform for a coalition government. 

Mr. Lynch told newsmen yester- 
day that the Irish Republic faced 
8 pertod of crucial importance for 
its future, and that the Government 
must have a clear mandate from 
the electorate. He made it clear 
that the deteriorating situation in 
strife-torn Northern Ireland was the 
major factor in his decision. 

Mr, Lynch's Government has been 
under increasing pressure from the 
opposition to take more positive ac- 
tion to support the Catholics in 
Northern Ireland and pressure the 
British into a settlement that would 
appease the Republic. His party now 
holds 70 seats in the 144-member 
Dail and retains power with the 
help of independents. Although his 
parliamentary position has been 
weakening since the last general 
election in June 1969, Mr. Lynch 
apparently believes that he can gain 
more electoral support as fears grow 
in the Republic that the violence in 
Northern Ireland could spill over 
the border.

BELFAST, Northern ireland. (UPI). 
— An 18-year-old Catholic gasoline 
station attendant died in the Royal 
Victoria Hospital yesterday, the 10th 
victim of a weekend wave of 
violence in Belfast. 

Three armed youths shot teenager 
Seamus Gilmore Sunday as he work- 
ed at the station in the Ballysillan 
Road. 

In the Catholic New Lodge Road 
district of the city, residents or- 
ganized their own inquiry into the 


shooting of six men by British 
troops during a fierce gun battle 
early Sunday morning. 

An army spokesman said all six 
were IR.A. gunmen, killed by sol- 
diers using new telescopic night 
sights on their rifles. 

But local residents do not accept 
the army's story. 

“In view of the statements issued 
by the army and in the light of 
information which has been collected 
by us we are far from satisfied 
that the army account of the events 
is the proper one,” an official of the 
St. Patrick's Rellef Committee said 
yesterday. ᾿ 

He said local residents were being 
asked to come to a school to give 
statements to lawyers about the 
events of Sunday morning. 

In Dublin the official wing of the 
LR.A. yesterday offered to re-estab- 
lish “no go” areas Jn Ulster. These 
areas are barred to British troops 
and policed by the residents. 

"It is time for the people of ali 
areas who are threatened by sec- 
tarian murders of whatever kind to 
make arrangements to defend them- 
selves,” an LR.A. spokesman said.

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U.N. PEACE-KEEPER : 
Greek Cypriots intimidate 
ekarios supporters 


ALTONA, Maniteba (AP). — A 
Greek faction in Cyprus has moun- 
ted a campaigz: of intimidation 
against supporters of President Ma- 
karios, according τὸ the commander 
of the Canadian peace-keeping forces 
in Cyprus, Lt.-Col. James Allan. 

In an interview from Nicosia 
with radio station CFAM here on

Allan is commander of the 2nd 
battalion Princess Patricia's Cana- 
dian Light Infantry, a Winnipeg 
battalion of about 500 men, The 
total U.N. peace-keeping force on 
the island numbers about 2,500 sol- 
diezs. 

He said Grivas supporters have 
recently stolen communication 
equipment, weapons and ammuni- 
tion, and have bombed homes and 
automobiles.

Canadian and other U.N. forces 
have not been involved directly in 
the latest round of civil strife be- 
eause the U.N. peace-keeping man- 
date permits the forces’ interven- 
tion only for incidents involving 
Turkish and Greek Cypriots. 

However, Allan said each one of 
the recent incidents, which have 
been occurring at th rate of “two 
or three every day," bas ἴο be invest- 
igated to determine if Turkish 
Cyprios weer involved. 

He said talks between the Turks 
and Greeks have been broken off— 
“allegedly suspended for the elec- 
tions. Whether the talks are renewed 
or not will depend on events over the 
next few days,” he added.

VIENNA: (UPI). — Russia has 
asked for French participation in 
East-West troop reduction talks, 
further complicating agreement 
with the Nato allies on gettin;

U.S. officials said yesterday they 
nevertheless hope that after further 
extensive consultations the differ- 
ences “should be resolved. in rela- 
tively few days, perhaps this week." 

Other Western sources said, how- 
ever, it may not he possible to 
break the deadlock before the end 
of the week. Meanwhile the long- 
delayed preparations are marking 
time, with Russia evidently in no 
hurry to get them started, since 
she has only reluctantly agreed to 
the talks.

African 
‘guerrillas 
kall Briton 

in Rhodesia 


SALISBURY. — African nationalist 
guerrillas killed a 72-year-old Briton 
visiting relatives in Rhodesia, 
security forces said yesterday. 

They named the dead man as L. 
Jellicoe, who was visiting his 
farmer son at Centenary, 160 kms. 
north-east of Salishury. An African 
storekeeper was injured in the 
attack. 

The attack on a remote farm- 
house on Sunday came less than 
24 hours after Prime Minister Ian 
Smith announced he was re- 
opening the border with its neigh- 
bour, Zambia. 

“A terrorist attack was made 
at Chona farm in the Centenary 
area on Sundey. night,” a security 
forces statement said. : 

“As a result of thé attack, the 
farm owner's father, 12-year-old 
Mr. L. Jellicoe, a visitor from the 
United Kingdom was killed." 

Security forces said that since 
the guerrilla campaign began they 
have killed 18 infiltrators and 
captured several others. 

Jellicoe’s death brought to seven 
the number of Europeans killed 
in the guerrilla campaign, He was 
the second civilian to die along 
with two South African policemen, 
a Rhodesian soldier and two gov- 
ernment land inspectors. 

Three weeks ago, Mr. Smith 
closed the Zambian border because, 
he said, Zambia was allowing guer- 
villas to operate out of her ter- 
ritory. He said it would be re- 
upened when Zambia agreed to stop 
assisting the guerrillas. 

In his statement announcing the 
reopening of the border, Mr. Smith 
said, “The objective has been 
achleved.” But in Lusaka, Presi- 
dent Kenneth Kaunda denied that 
Zambia had ‘changed its policy to- 
wards guerrillas, and said the border 
would remain closed. 

In an interview in “Newsweek” 
this week, Mr. Smith charges that 
th: ZGambian-based African “ter- 
rorists™ who have raided his country 
are “murderers of women and 
children” armed and backed by the 
Communists.

White employers 
are discovering now that, due to 
the absence of trade unions, they 
have no effective channels of com- 
munication with their workers. 


TRADE UNIONS 

The Vorster Government refuses 
to yleld on this question of African 
trade unions. The Minister of La- 
bour, Mr. Marais Viljoen, has said: 
“As far as the National Party po- 
licy in regard to Bantu workers is 
concerned, it is our conviction that 
the organization of Bantu workers 
is neither in the interests of South 
Africa, nor in the interests of im- 
proving thelr own wage position, 
nor in the interests of promoting 
race relations.” 

The Minister said the attitude of 
the Opposition United Party meant 
only one thing, “which is that the 
Bantu workers will be able to com- 
pel compliance with their demands 
by means of legalized strikes... This 
Government has adopted the stand- 
point that... the recognition of Ban- 
tu trade unions... constitutes a 
danger to South Africa because it 
will endanger labour peace.” 

The prospects of industrial peace 
in South Africa, therefore, are not 
good. White employers, while mani- 
Testing a kind of collective guilt 
over the plight of their black work- 
ers, in practice generally grant only 
limited increases in wages. The x- 
planation that is being heard, espe- 
cially from the gold mining indus- 
try. is that Africans do not merit 
Jarge wage increases, because they 
are not skilled and productive 


enough; and that, before they can':

Aviv, and the Labour Exchange in 
Nabius. 


These claims, ali imaginary, were 
reoprted by the Beirut-based ‘Pales- 
tinlan News Agency," a Fatah in- 
formation buré@u. The agency was 
widely quoted by Arab radios, espe- 
clally Libya, which strongly supports 
the terrorists. 

The terrorists have recently made 
a number of attempts to contact 
local Arab cireles with the aim 
of generating sabotage activity that 
would boost the image of their

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Ha'aretz (non-party), referring to 
Hussein's proposal to hold an inter- 
faith conference on Jerusalem, 
writes: “Such a conference will 
not be an effective instrument, since 
Teligious leaders will not be capable 
of solving international political is- 
sues, Only secular rule can ensure 
peace, as well as co-existence 
among the different faiths in Jeru- 
Salem, and Israel] has proven that 
she is capable of so doing.” 


She’arim (Poalei Agudat Yis- 
rasl) writes: “The U.S. interest in 
supporting Jordan stems from ade- 
sire to check Arab leftism, as well 
as Washington's seeming suspicion 
of Israeli expansionist trends." Go- 
ing on to say that Hussein's de- 
mands from Israe) concerning Jeru- 
salem are exaggerated, and that 
"Israel must reject any such ate 
tempt at extortion,” the paper then 
wonders whether the Israel Govern- 
ment will be able to withstand the 
test of combined pressure by the 
U.S. and Jordan. 


‘Greater authority’ 


Discussing the visit of Jordan's 
King Hussein to Washington, the 
London Times satd in its editorial 
yesterday that it ts surely more 
than coincidence which prompted 
Jordan to agree in Cairo last week 
to a revival of the eastern (Jordan- 
jan) front against Israe] only a few 
days before King Hussein was due 
to meet President Nixon. 

“It means that Husseln will fly 
in to Washington with a greater 
authority to speex for the other 
members of the Arab League af- 
fected by iIsrae! than he would 
fave been able to muster almost at 
any time since before September, 
1970. it was In that month that 
he finally faced the internal chal- 
lenge to his regime posed by the 
Palestinian commando organizatlons. 


“It is true that Jordan has now 
become second only to Syria as the 
Most internally stable of Israel's 
immediate nelghbours, but the legacy 
of bitterness among Palestinians 
has remained very acute. King Hus- 
sein made some attempt to meet 
this bitterness last spring with his 
Proposal for the establishment of a 
united kingdom of Jordan which 
would have Incorporated the West 
Bank as a separate political identity 
to the East Bank. However, it was 
not really until some months later 
that the local leaders on the West 
Bank of Jordan themselves started 
vigibly to reconfirm thelr allegiance 
to Amman. The Palestinian orgaal- 
zations in exile have made no such 
reconciliation,” the Times: conclu- 
ded. 


IRAN 


TEHERAN /Ofns}. — 

HE most popular word in Iran 
these days is “Revolution.” In 
the streets of Teheran hang banners 
halling the “Revolution”; radio and 
television broadcasts feature special 


“Revolution” anthems; uewspapers 
proclaim ‘Revolution" on every 
page. 


Iran's “Revolution,” whose 10th 
anniversary is being celebrated, is 
up uprising of the people. It ts 
sponsored and organized by the 
Shah and his Government as a 
campaign to put an end to the old 
feudal] ways and to push the coun- 
try into the modern world. At one 
time it was always called the White 
Revolution — 
was bloodless — and this wag the 
title of a book written by the Shah 
on the reforms. But these days the 
“white” is being quietly dropped. 
Now that reforms have been consoli- 
dated it is quite permissible, desir- 
able even, to recall the blood that 
was shed as traitors to the glorious 
revolutionary cause were firmly put 
down. 

The traitors — the landlords who 
lost their estates, the Moslem clergy 
who lost their traditional power 
cver the people, and the radicals 
who found they had lost their plat- 
form to a king, were never much 
of a threat, in fact. They failed 
to organize in time and after 2 
bloody clash on June 5, 1963, during 
which some 200 right-wingers were 
killed by troops in the bazaar area 
of Teheran, the opposition quietly 
faded. The regime has never been 
seriously disturbed since. 

that the Shah wants 
done becomes part of the revolution. 
Nursed along by propaganda, and 
faced by the very real benefits of 
the reforms, the people are ready 
te accept anything. The autocratic 
nature of the revolution, and the 
absence of any real choice, cause 
very ttle distress. Throughout 
2,500 years of history Iranians have 
looked to the monarch for guidance, 
and it comes naturally to them now, 
Personalities appeal to the peopie 
more than Ideologies. 

12 points 

The revolution started in 1963 
with six reforms, picked up another 
three the following year and a 
further three in 1967. The first re- 
form on the 12-point programme 
and the key to the whole revolu- 
tion was the redistribution of land, 

Before 1963 a feudal structure 
prevailed. Millions worked as serfs 
for landowners with huge holdings. 
One landowner could point to an 
estate as large as Switzerland. 
Under the land reform law, the 
Government redistributed the land- 
lords’ estates among the peasants 
according to a number of different 
schemes for purchase and payment, 
leasing or renting of land. Two-and- 
a-half million farming families be- 
came owners of the land they 
worked.

Arsanjani 
travelled extensively - giving flery 
speeches, attacking the landlords 
as “those who spend thelr Hime in 
the brothels of Europe while others 
toll from morning to night to main- 
tain them.” He was & memorable 
figure, but today few remember 
him. It is the Shah's revolution. 
Had Arsanjani lived (he dled sev- 
eral years ago) he might have been 
content with the resulta of his 
work. 


Land reform was not without Ita 
problems. The uewly-independent 
Peasant was citen completely lost 
without the guidance and assistance 
of the landlord who had formerly 
Provided water, tools and seed, But 
the creation of rural cooperatives 
as a vital adjunct to land reform 
helped to solve many of these 
problems. They were also instru- 
mental in ralsing agricultural out- 
put. There are now 8,500 rural co- 
operatives with over 1,800,000 mem- 
bers. 

Another institution appearing on 
the agricultural scene Is the farm 
corporation run as a joint stock 
company, with farmers handing over 
their land t the company in re- 
turn for shares, then working for

THE MISFIT EXPLOSION 


Τ᾿ an epidemic of hysteria 81:- 
milar to those which swept 
Europe in the Middle Ages, two 
million Americans have rushed to 
thelr friendly neighbourhood book- 
stores and plonked down $7.50, 
for the hard-back, or $4.95 for 
the soft-back, edition of ‘“Jona- 
than Livingston Seaguli" and the 
author, Richard Bach, is laugh- 
ing, as they say, all the way to 
the bank. 


If you care to part with TL10 
you can get ft here — about 40 
pages of text and lots of rather 
smudgy photographs of sea-gulls 
— one of the less attractive 
forms of bird life, only we are 
told in the text that JLS “was 
no ordinary bird.” 


I've heard that half the book 
came to the author in a dream. 
There seems to be no escape 
from this sort of thing nowadays. 
Hardly a novel or a film 1s con- 
sidered complete unless it has an 
obligatory dream sequence, 
usually characterized in the movies 
by things getting blurry round 
the edges and lots of creeping 
around in slow-motion. How this 
has come about, I have no idea. 
Ι should have thought that most 
people, with the exception af 
analysts |and they are very well 
paid for their pains: shy away 
from second-hand dreams. 

Going on the princtple that 
dreams reassemble chunks of 
your waking experience. it seems 
to me that Richard Bach must 
have been reading “The Water 
Babies," the New Testament and 
the collected outpourings of 
Timothy Leary with his bedtime 
cocos. 


Tom the sweep 


Tom, the chimney-sweep of 
Charles Kingsley’s Victorian noy- 
el, undergoes a similar sort of 
rebirth to JLS, jearning a new 
morality in the never-never land 
of St. Brandan's Fairy Isle which 
he passea on to others In their 
turn. Our bird is taught by a 
mystic gull called Chiang, the 
equivalent of Kingsley’s Fairy 
Woman: "You will be ready to 
fly up and know the meaning of 
kindness and love." Jonathan's 
father represents the bad old 
world: "This flying business Is all 
very well but you can’t eat a 
glide, you know." he tells his 
funed-in son. “Don’t forget that 
the reason you fly is to eat." 


But our young hero rejects the 
old morality with its crass mate- 
rialism and pretty soon ls more 
or less pure spirit. "Break the 
chains of your thought, and you 
break the chains of your body, 
too..." this glorified chicken tells 
his disciples in terms very sim- 
ilar to those Leary uses. In fact 
the message JLS [5 taught, and 
teaches in his turn, is very re- 
miniscent of what our psychede- 
Ue Utopian has called “the an- 
clent sacred sequence of turning 
on, tuning in and dropping out.” 
This was once cruelly parodied 
in a reference to the emetic ef- 
fects of peyote on the Indians 


of the Native American Church, 
whose rites were described 88 
“turning on, tuning in and throw- 
ing up.” 

JLS also goes in for a blt of 
the regulation, fashionable revo- 
lutionary chit-chat, telling the 
young guils who follow his teach- 
ings that freedom is the very 
nature of their being and whoso- 
ever stands against that freedom 
must be set aside. 


In no time at all his disciples 
are referring to him as “the Son 
of the Great Gull" — shades of 
St. Matthew! — and there Is a 
Lazaru s-ralsed-f rom the dead 
episode, involving a young gu!l 
called Fletcher, which evokes 
erles of “He Uves! He that was 
dead lives!" 


A bit too far 


Now this is going a bit too 
far, It wagn't too long ago that 
John Allegro informed us that 
God wis a mushroom and now 
here comes Mr. Bach with his 
Jesus as a dicky-bird. 

Shelley once proveked the 
wrath af Aldous Huxley with his 
“Hail to thee, blithe spirit! Bird 
thou never wert," precisely be- 
cause wf 5 excessive spiritual- 
ity, What would the old boy make 
of this damned gull? I suppose 
ft serves him right. He did after 
all, help found the psychedelic 
revolution. 

As far as I can ascertain from 
the grainy pictures. Jonathan 
and his mates are undistingulsh- 
ed speclmens of Larus e@rgente- 
tus, the herring-gull, well-known 
for ‘ts predilection for garbage 
and sewage as a staple item in 
its diet and, pace Mr. Bach, a 
rather inefficient flyer compared 
with other thermal soarers. 

It was the first part of the 
book only, with Its beautiful des- 
erlptions of the experience of fly- 
ing (rivaling those of St. Exu- 
pery) and its depiction of Jona- 
than os a misfit in the communi- 
ty of gulla which interested me. 
At one tme I used to collect 
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tween those who subscribe to an 
orderly universe and those who 
distrust systematic authority has 
mever been so pronounced, In 
Berkeley, the Sorbonne and the 
London School of Economies there 
has been evolved a sort of rebel's 
licence to bypass legality in the 
interests of higher principles 
which in its ‘turn has provoked 
the sort of reaction which is best 
exemplified by the tragedy at 
Kent State. 

That old reprobate Plato sum- 


misfits Hke other people collect 
stamps, though I had to drop the 
hobby in the '60s when it began 
to dawn on me that a whole gen- 
eration of misfits was growing 
to — well I can hardly say ma- 
turity. Things have come to the 
point where Charles Reich, in biz 
“The Greening of America” 
portrays the ordinary man as the 
‘true misfit — the one who has 
been disinherited from Eden. 

There used to be a Lancashire 
saying: “Y sometimes think all 
the world’s daft but thee and 
me, and ‘tha’s a bit queer!” but 
this didn’t really reflect the way 
things were. When a misfit ap- 
peared in the community he 
stuck out like a sore thumb. I 
well remember the first one I 
came across, a poor old eccen- 
‘tric who used to march around 
the streets shouting that he was 
Lord Melchett and ruled all Eng- 
land. Even I could teli he wasn't 
Lord Melchett, because he hadn't 
got robes and a coronet Hke 
those I'd seen on the newsreel 
of the Coronation.
